known best to those who'have had experience in beef raising 
and selling, but there is one truth iirconnectio nwith the ques- 
tion of home grown beef vyitli.w.hich most people are familiar, 
and this is that the public has offered little encouragement to 
the production of beef at home. The idea is prevalent that 
"prime western steer" is the'only beef'fit to eat, and Hie farm- 
er who turns out a carcass of beef, no matter how choice, (inds 
the market for his product-not' nearly so inviting as it should 
be.
